and intelligence exchanges with foreign governments. Wolf said my proposal 
would cause them some problems but I said I thought it was the best we 
could do and he said he would check it out with his superiors and call me 
back. 


Upon learning that the Hanley Subcommittee on 
Employee JDenetits, o.i mouse Post Office and Civil Service Committee, planned 
hearings tomorrow on a new version of the Ervin bill, I met with Chairman 
Hanley and Richard Barton, of his staff, to explain that, despite the fact that the 
new version of the bill provided the Agency a number of desirable exemptions, 
we were still very much troubled by the fact that it nevertheless provided aggrieved 
employees with the right of appeal to an outside board or a Federal court. I 
pointed out that this would result in forcing the Agency either to reveal a great 
deal about its inner workings in order to defend itself in such an appeal, or 
remaining silent in the interest of security and thereby losing the case by default. 
Hanley appreciated our position and assured us of his support for a complete 
exemption for CIA, as well as NSA and the FBI. He was uncertain as to how the 
other members of the Subcommittee would vote, but seemed to think there was a 
fair chance that a complete exemption could be obtained. If not, he thought we 
could still solve our problem if Chairmen Mahon and Hebert would weigh in for a 
full exemption with Chairman Dulski, of the full Committee, when the bill reaches 
that point. 
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| I talked to Mr. John Martiny, Chief 

Counsel, House Post Office and Civil Service Committee, who told me 
that the Employee Benefits Subcommittee, chaired by Representative 
James Hanley (D, , N. Y, ), will be marking up tomorrow in executive 
session a Committee Print or draft bill dealing with invasion of privacy 
of Federal employees. They will not be marking up H. R. 7199, the 
Wilson bill, which was reported in the published weekly schedule. He 
told me that Dick Barton, the Subcommittee Staff Assistant, would have 
copies of the bill and sectional analysis for me. 

I met later with Mr, Barton and reviewed the Committee draft 
bill. I pointed out to Mr. Barton that although the Committee had met 
the intelligence community objections on the substantive items in the bill, 
they had not granted exemption from the procedural requirements. In 
response to his question I told him that the Agency would need full exemption 
from the bill as drafted. Mr. Barton suggested that it would be well if 
Agency representatives could meet with Chairman Hanley during the day 
before the Committee session tomorrow and that he himself would relay ocy-t 
his agreement with our request as soon as he has the opportunity.
